The  blessings  hitherto  enjoyed,  and  feeling  our  dependence  on  Him 
Si  a  continuation  of  those  blessings,  no  ordain.an,,  establish  a 
FREE  AND  INDEPENDENT  GOVERNMENT,  by  the  name  of the  ST  AT.. 
OF  DESERET;  including  all  the  Territory  ot  the  United. _ 
within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  the  od  , 
Nonh  Latitude  where  it  crosses  the  108°,  Longitude,  west  officer, - 
S  thence  running  South  and  West  to  the  Northern  boundary  c

Mexico;  thence  West  to,  and  down  the  Main  Channel  of  the  Gila 
River,  (or  the  Northern  line  of  Mexico,)  and  on  the  Northern  boun¬ 
dary  of  Lower  California  to  the'  Pacific  Ocean;  thence  along  the 
Coast  North  Westerly  to  the  118°,  30’  of  west  Longitude;  Thence 
North  to  where  said  line  intersects  the  dividing  ridge  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains;  Thence  North  along  the  Summit  of  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains  to  the  dividing  range  of  Mountains,  that  separ¬ 
ate  the  Waters  flo\ving  into  the  Columbia  River,  from  the  Waters 
running  into  the  Great  Basin;  thence  Easterly  along  the  dividing 
range  of  Mountains  that  separate  said  waters  flowing  into  the  Co¬ 
lumbia  river  on  the  North,  from  the  waters  flowing  into  the  Great 
Basin  on  the  South,  to  the  summit  of  the  Wind  River  Chain  of 
Mountains;  thence  South  East  and  South  by  the  dividing  range 
of  Mountains  that  separate  the  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mex¬ 
ico,  from  the  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  California,  to  the  place 
of  Beginning;  as  set  forth  in  a  map  drawn  by  Charles  Preuss,  and 
published  by  order  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  in  1848; 

ARTICLE  1. 

The  powers  of  Government  of  the  State  of  Deseret  shall  be  dr 
vided  into  three  distinct  departments;  Viz,  Legislative,  Executive? 
and  Judiciary. 

ARTICLE  2.  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE. 

Sec.  L  The  Legislative  authority  of  this  State,  shall  be  vested 
in  a  General  Assembly,  consisting  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives;  both  to  be  elected  by  the  people. 

Sec.  2.  The  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  annual; 
an3  the  first  Session  be  held  on  the  first  monday  of  July  next;  and 
thereafter,  on  the  first  Monday  of  December;  unless  the  Govern¬ 
or  of  the  State  shall  convene  the  Assembly,  in  the  interim,  by  Proc¬ 
lamation. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  biennially,  by  the  qualified  Electors  of  their  respective  Dis¬ 
tricts,  on  the  1st.  Monday  in  August;  whose  term  of  office  shall  con¬ 
tinue  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  General  Election. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  25  years;  the  same  to 
boa  free,  white,  male  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  an  Inhabi¬ 
tant  of  this  State,  one  year  preceding  the  time  of  his  Election,  and 
a  resident  of  the  District  or  County  30  days  next  preceding  his 
Election;  and  have  at  his  election,  an  actual  residence  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent. 

Sec.  5.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years,  at 
the  same  time  and  place  of  Representatives;  they  shall  be  thirty 


years  of.  age,  and  possess  the  qualifications  of  Representatives,  as  to 
,  residence  and  Citizenship. 

_  sec.  6.  The  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
third,  nor  more  than  one  half  of  the  Representatives;  and,  at  the  first 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  after  this  Constitution  takes  effoc.

Sec.  7  Each  house  shall  choose  its  own  officers;  and  judsre  of 
the  qualification,  election,  and  return  of  its  own  members:  andcon- 
tested  elections  sfiall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  hereaf- 
ter  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec  8.  A  majority,  in  each  house,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  munber  may  adjourn  from  day  to  dav 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalty,  as  each  house  may  provide.

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  privileged 
from  civil  arrest,  during  any  Session,  and  in  going  to.  and  return¬ 
ing  from  the  same.  .  5  '  . 

Sec.  11.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  oth- 

thm  inwlh/hrihm0re  than  three  dayS;  nor'to  any  other  place,  than 
t&at  m  which  they  may  be  sittmg. 

Sec.  12.  The  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  Session,  provide  for 
an  enumeratmn  of  the  white  Inhabitants,  and  an  apportionment  for . 
the  oenators  and  Representatives. 

Sec.  13.  Each  member  of  the  Assembly  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
this  State;  and  members  shall,  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  admin¬ 
ister  said  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  each  other. 

,  ®,EC.14-  vThe  Vet0  Power  of  the  Governor,  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  Assembly,  except  on  bills,  which,  when  recomifored 
again  passed  bya  majority  of  two  thirds  of  those  present- ’and  an  v

Sec.  16.  The  voters  of  this  State,  may  elect,  at  the  firs'  T7'-". 
tion,  not  exceeding  17  Senators,  and  35  Representatives  *. 
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ARTICLE  3.  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  power  shall  he  vested  in  a  Governor,.  # 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor 
shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same  term,  who  shall, 
be  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor, 
or  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  has  not  been  a  Citizen  of  the  United  * 
States,  and  a  resident  of  this  State,  two  years  next  preceding  his 
Election,  and  attained  the  age  of  35  years,  at  the  time  of  his  Election- 
Sec.  3.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Mili¬ 
tia,  Navy,  and  all  the  Annies  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  transact  all  Executive-  business  with  the  Of¬ 
ficers  of  Government,  Civil  and  Military;  and  may  require  informa¬ 
tion  in  writing  from  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Department,  upon 
any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  see  that  the  laws  axe  faithfully  executed.  t 

Sec;  6.  When  any  office  shall,  from  any  cause,  become  vacant, 
and  no  mode  is  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  for  filling 
such  vacancy,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
by  granting  a  commission,  which  shall  expire,  when,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  due  course  of  Law. 

<  Sec.  7.  He  shall  also  have  power,  to  convene  the  General 
Assembly,  by  Proclamation,  when  in  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the 
State  require  it. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  communicate  by  Message  to  the  General  As-  ) 
sembly,  at  every  Session,  the  Condition  of  the  State;  and  recom¬ 
mend  such  matters  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  9.  In  case-  of  disagreement in  the  General  Assembly,  with 
regard  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  the  Governor  shall  have  power 
to  dissolve  the  Session  by  proclamation. 

Sec.  10.  No  .Person  shall,  while  holding  any  lucrative  office 
under  the  United  States,  or  this  State,  execute  the  office  of  Govern¬ 
or,  except  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law„ 

Sec.  11.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves 
and  pardons,  and  commute  punishments  after  conviction;  except  in 
cases  of  impeachment. 

Sec.  12.  The  Governor  shall  receive,  for  his  services,  such 
compensation  as  shall  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  13.  There  shall  be  a  Seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be 
kept  by  the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially;  and  shall  be  called 
Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Deseret.  ^ 

Sec.  14.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Deseret;  sealed  with 
the  Great  Seal  of  this  State,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  coun- 
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tersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State.. 

Sec.  15.  A  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  Public 
accounts,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  Electors,  who  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  Registry  of  all  the  official 
acts  of  the  Governor,  and  shall  when  required,  lay  the  same,  togeth¬ 
er  with  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers,  relative  thereto,  before 
either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  perform  such  oth¬ 
er  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  him  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  In  case  of  Impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  remov¬ 
al  from  office,  death,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  until  such  disability  shall  cease,  or  the  vacancy  be  fill¬ 
ed. 

ARTICLE,  4.  OF  THE  JUDICIARY. 

Sec.  1.  The'  Judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme 
Court,  and  such  Inferior  Courts,  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  from 
time  to  time  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice,, 
and  two  Associates,  either  two  of  whom  shall  be  a  Quorum  to  hold 
Courts. 

Sec.  3.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by- 
joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General.  Assembly,  and  shall  hold 
their  Courts  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  General  Assembly  shall 
direct;  and  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  - 
Court,  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State,  and 
shall  exercise  such  other  Jurisdictions  and  appellate  powers,  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  the  State  of  Dese¬ 
ret,  and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State. 

ARTICLE.  5.  OF  ELECTIONS! 

Sec.*1.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  accounts,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  Electors,  as  provided  for  members  of  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly,  and  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  holding  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  returns  of  every  Election  for  Governor,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  shall  be  sealed 
up,  &  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  seat  of  Government,  directed  to 
rhe  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives;  who  shall,  during  the 
first  week  of  the  Session,  open  and  publish  them'in  the  presence  of 
both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  persons,  receiving  a

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ARTICLE  6.  OF  MILITIA. 

Sec.  1 .  The  Militia  of  this  State  shall  be  composed  of  all  able  bo¬ 
died,  white  male  Citizens,  between  the  ages  of  18  &  45  years,  except 
such  as  are,  or  may  hereafter  be  exempt,  by  the  Laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State;  and  shall  be  armed,  equipped,  and  trained, 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide  by  Law. 

Sec.  2.  All  Commissioned  officers  of  the  Militia,  (Staff  officers 
„ excepted, )  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  liable  to  perform  Military 
Duty;  and  all  Commissioned  officers  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

ARTICLE  7.  AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 
•  Sec.  1.  If  at  any  time  the  General  Assembly  shall  deem  it  nec¬ 
essary,  arid  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State,  that  this  Consti¬ 
tution  should  be  revised,  altered,  or  amended;  the  Assembly 
shall  cause  such  revisions,  alterations,  or  amendments,  to1  be  pub¬ 
lished,  in  the  same  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  the  publication- 
of  the  Statutes;  and  appoint  a  day,  not  less  than  thirty  days  there¬ 
after,  for  the  Electors  of  the  Commonwealth  to  assemble  in  then- 
several  precincts,1  and  vote  for,  or  against  said  revisions,  alterations-, 
or  amendments;  and  if  a  majority  of  said  Electors  shall  vote  in  favor 
of  said  revisions,  alterations,  or  amendments,  the  same  shall  there¬ 
after  become  parts,  and  parcels  of  this  Constitution:  Otherwise, 
this  Constitution  shall  remain  unaltered. 

ARTICLE  S.  DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS. 

Sec.  1.  In  Republican  Governments,  all  men  should  be  born 
equally  free  and  independent,  and  possess  certain  natural,  essen 
tial,  and  inalienable  rights;  among  which,  are  those  of  enjoying 
and  defending  their  Life  and  Liberty;  acquiring,  possessing  and 
protecting  property;  and  of  seeking  and  obtaining  their  safety  and 
happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  Political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people;  and  all 
free  Governments  are  founded  in  their  authority,  and  instituted  for 
their  benefit;  Therefore,  they  have  an  inalienable  and  indefeazible 
right  to  institute  Government;  and  to  alter,  reform,  and  totally 
change  the  same,  when  their  safety,  happiness,  and  the  public  good 
shall  require  it. 

Sec.  3.  All  men  shall  have  a  natural  and  inalienable  right  to 
worship  God,  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences: 
and  the  General  Assembly  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  estab¬ 
lishment  of  Religion,  or  of  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or 
disturb  any  person  in  his  religious  worship  or  sentiments;  provided 
he  does  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  nor  obstruct  others  in  their  re- 
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ligious  worship:  and  all  persons,  demeaning  themselves  peaceably, 
-as  good  members  of  the  State,  shall  be  equally  under  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  laws;  and  no  subordination  or  preference  of  any  one  sect 
or  denomination  to  another,  shall  ever  be  established  by  law;  nor 
shall  any  religious  test  be  ever  required  for  any  office  of  trust  under 
this  State. 

Sep.  4.  Any  Citizen  of  this  State,  who  may  hereafter  be  en¬ 
gaged,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  jn  a  duel,  either  as  principal,  or 
accessory  before  the  fact,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  of¬ 
fice  under  the  Constitution,  and  laws  of  this  State,  j 

Sec  5.  Every  person  may  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  senti¬ 
ments,  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right: 
and  no  law  shall  be  passed  to  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the 
Press. 

Sec.  6.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  pa¬ 
pers,  and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures. 

Sec.  ,7.  The  right  of  trial  by  Jury  shall  remain  inviolate;  and 
all  criminals  shall  be  heard  by  self,  or  counsel,  at  their  own  election. 

Sec.  8.  All  penalties  and  punishments  shall  be  in  proportion 
to  the  offence;  and  all  offences  before  conviction,  shall  be  bailable; 
except  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presump¬ 
tion  great. 

Sec.  9.  The  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  in  case  of  rebellion,  or  invasion,  or  the  public  safety  shall  re¬ 
quire  it. 

Sec.  10.  Treason  against  this  State,  shall  consist  only  in  le¬ 
vying  war  against  ft,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  or  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort. 

Sec.  11.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  bill  of  attainder, 
or  Ex  Post  Facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts 
to  hinder  the  execution  of  Justice. 

Sec.  12.  The  laws  shall '  not  be  ‘  suspended,  but  by  the 
Legislative,  or  Executive  authority. 

Sec.  13.  The  right  of  petition,  by  the  people,  shall  be  pre¬ 
served  inviolate. 

Sec.  14.  The  right  of  Citizens,  to  keep  and  bear  arms,  for  com¬ 
mon  defence,  shall  not  be  questioned. 

Sec.  15.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use, 
without  just  compensation. 

Sec.  16.  No  standing  army  shall  be  kept  up,  in  time  of  peace; 
and  the  Military  shall  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  be  in  strict  sub¬ 
ordination  to  the  Civil  power. 

Sec.  17.  The  enumeration  of  certain  rights  shall,  not 'be  con¬ 
strued  to  impair,  nor  deny  others,  retained  by  the  People, 


-  ~T  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  ELECTIONS.  ,  ' 

Passed  by  the  General  Assembly ,  November  12.  1849. 

-S sc.  1.  Be  it  Ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  That  on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lorcfeie  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  three,  and  every  four 
years  thereafter,  funless  changed  by  Amendments  of  the  Constifcu-  . 
tion  )  there  shall  be  an  Election  in  each  Precinct  in  this  State,  for  - 
the  Election  of  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  .State, 
Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public,  Accounts,  and  all  other  State-officers 
which  have  been,  or  may  be  created  by  law,  whose  term  of  office, 
shall  be  four, years,  and  whose  election  is  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  law.  - 

Sec.  2.  On  the  first  Monday  of  August  A.  D.  onethousandj 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  one;  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  there  \ 
shall  be  Elections  held,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  Election  of  Represen¬ 
tatives,  Senators,  and  one  Associate  Justice  of  the  County  Court, ... 
in  those  Districts,  or  Counties,  where  the  term  of  those  elected  has  ‘ 
expired. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  first  Monday  of  August,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  one,  and  every  two  years  thereafter;  there  shall 
be  .an  Election  fin  each  Precinct  of  this  State,  for  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Constables,  and  such  other  Precinct  or  County  officers,  as.

A  t  the  closing  of  the  Polls  on  the  day  of  Election, 
the  Judges  shall  in  a  public  manner  count  off  the  number  of  Ballots 
polled,  and  call  off’ distinctly  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  on 
each  Ballot;  numbering  them  on  the  back,  as  counted,  from  one 
and  upwards,  and  string  the  same  on  a  twine,  and  needle;  and  the 
Clerk  shall  carefully  mark  down  Jhe  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
candidate  as  called  off  by  the  Judge.

Passed  by  the  General  Assembly  December  8.  1849. 

Sec.  1  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
iDeseret,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  able  bodied  white  male 
Citizen,  of  this  State;  between  the  ages  of  Eighteen  and  Forty 
five  years,-  (except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  law,)  to  perform 
military  duty. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  non-commissioned  officer
